Maj. Gen. George E. Leach, Chief of 
the National Guard Bureau, in an ad- 
dress before the Army War College Sep- 
tember 26, urged more study and a bet- 
ter understanding of the National Guard 
and its problem. 


The full text of General Leach’s ad- 
dress is as follows: 


On the two previous occasions when I have 
had the honor of speaking before the staff 
and members of the Army War College, I 
tried to picture the progress and actual pres 
ent condition of the National Guard. I tried 
to make clear the relationship between it as 
a state force and the Federal Government 
as represented by the War Department. Last 
year it seemed to me te be important to 
emphasize the need for a more general and 
deeper understanding of this component on 
the part of our professional soldiers. Those 


of us in the National Guard Bureau, officers | 


of the Regular establishment and of the 
civilian component who deal daily with the 
problems of the Guard, see this very clearly. 


Although I tried to speak in such a way 
as to be understood, it appears that various 
interpretations were made of my remarks.

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Editorial comment on matters of interest to the armed services have appeared 
recently. 

Under the heading “Nationalization,” the following was published in the British 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps Gazette: 

“If graft is employed by the armaments business it should be remembered that 
the fault lies chiefly with him who accepts it. But in any case it does not lie 
in this sphere alone, witness the Hanon, Factor, Hatry, Kreuger, Stavisky cases of 
recent days. And though there are hints of graft on a very large scale in the case 
of responsible officials of other Powers, there does not appear to be any evidence 
of it in quarters about which we ourselves need worry. Nevertheless, there will 
be the natural outcry for the nationalization of the armaments industry. Such Is 
the publicity which this subject has already received that few do not now realize 
that such an industry is a necessary asset for defense. It is not putting it too 
high to say that without an industry of this sort no nation can guarantee its own 
independence. Nationalization would mean that our own industry could no longer 
employ the methods at present found necessary to capture foreign business in com- 
petition with other firms, and, as a result, might have to content itself with orders 
placed by our own Services. Not only would it then become a heavy charge on the 
public purse, but it would rapidly fall behind in the efficiency which commercial 
competition alone keeps alive. Cost to the public would be still further increased 
by the fact that a nationalized armament industry could not take over the very 
large and entirely commercial side which in all so-called armament firms occupies 
a dominating place. The resulting contraction would mean, too, that expansion 
on the outbreak of war would necessarily be slower and, accordingly, large increases 
to our present standing armaments would become necessary.” 





“There is no reason why Japan should take umbrage at the decision to hold 
next year’s maneuvers of the American Navy in the North Pacific, though there 
are protests in the press,” states the Philadelphia Unquirer. “This year the Atlan- 
tie was the scene of testing our naval strength and preparedness, and it is per- 
fectly logical to go from one ocean to the other. 

“But Japan looks upon the United States as the chief obstacle to her complete 
superiority in the Far East. She chafes under the limitations imposed by the 
Washington Conference, and there is no doubt of her purpose to discard the ratio 
of 5-5-4 at London next year. Neither the United States nor Great Britain, which 
also has large interests in the Pacific, is likely to assent to this willingly. 

“That our Navy is still far from treaty strength is well known. The Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, Henry L. Roosevelt, estimates that we shall still be seventy- 
six ships behind by 1937. This fact should soothe the apprehensive Japanese. 
Perhaps it would but for the fear of interference with their aggressive designs 
upon China. The setting up of the puppet State of Manchukuo was one of the 
first steps towards conquest. 

“How useful this may be is shown by the statement of the Japanese Admiral 


permit.” 





“The development of aviation has transformed the Navy, including Naval ayig. 
tion, from the country’s first line of defense into its sole line of defense, as fy 
as the coastal regions are concerned,” states the San Diego Union. “If the Navy 
were destroyed, or persuaded to occupy the wrong area, before it had cripple 
an enemy’s plane carriers our ports could be destroyed. While the fleet remains 
intact, no landing in force can be made on our shores. 

“A little thought upon this testimony or other similar discussions by men who 
know military flying indicates clearly that we are potentially almost secure againgt 
attack—if we understand where to concentrate our defense. Aviation has reducg 
the value of many old defensive measures, possibly it has destroyed the value of 
fixed coast defense forts—although any coast defense officer will deny this. By 
planes, operated from an adequate force of carriers and supported by a strong fleet, 
can make our coasts almost impregnable—if we assemble them with the fleet.” 





“The Navy Department has approved and has submitted to the Budget Buregy 
a construction program of 500 airplanes for the fiscal year 1936,” the Washingtop 
Herald says. 

“In naval aviation this country has world leadership, which must not decline 

“With the Administration committed to building a treaty-strength Navy, the 
proposed increment in naval aviation is necessary and should be allowed. 

“At this time it seems certain that the Navy program will go ahead, and the 
country has recently been greatly reassured by the President’s emphatic declar. 
tion that the merchant marine must continue to have Federal protection. 

“It remains now for Congress and the Administration to provide adequately 
for the Army—restoring its peace-time statutory strength, modernizing and mechap. 
izing its units and developing its aviation force correspondingly.” 





“Most Americans believe that a powerful Navy means, not war, but peace,” 
declares the Newport (R. I.) News. “In building our fleet up to the limits pep 
mitted under existing agreements with other maritime powers we have no ulterior 
motive. We have no territorial aggrandizement in view. We have no “natura 
enemy” against whom to make threatening gestures. We have no grudge to settle 
with any people in the world. We are not expanding, and no dream of empire 
marks us for its own. * * * 

“Our Navy is a Navy purely for defense. Our military policy is concerned 
solely with the protection of ourselves against invasion. And no nation reasonably 
can object when we build our Navy up to the strength permitted us by solem 
treaty agreement with it and associated nations. * * * 

“The upbuilding of the Navy is a good thing, both for the United States and for 
the world.”

Retirement of Officers 


With the deadline nearing when the 
provisions of the 19385 War Department 
appropriation bill regarding retirement 
of officers will be reached, War Depart- 
ment orders this week carried numerous 
announcements of retirements. These 
are listed in detail in the orders printed 
in this issue of the ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL beginning on page 105. 

The appropriation bill provided that 
the active list must be reduced so that 
it will have not more than 11,750 officers 
commissioned originally prior to June 1, 
1934. The reduction was accomplished 
by speeding of normal machinery.

Eugene L. Vidal, director of air com- 
merce, in a statement read to the com- 
mission by his assistant, Rex Martin, 
proposed that military pilots be trained 
also in transport line service and that 
commercial pilots be given military flight 
training. 

Meanwhile, Clark Howell, chairman of

Featuring “Army Day” at the Na- 
tional Electrical and Radio Exposition 
at Madison Square Garden, New York 
City, Sept. 21, Col. James B. Allison, 
g¢, USA, Signal Officer of the Second 
Corps, gave a radio address on “Contri- 
putions of the United States Army to 
geience in Peace and War.” 

Colonel Allison was in charge of the 
Army exhibit at the exposition, which 
sttracted considerable attention. Devel- 
nts of the Army laboratories at Ft. 


Monmouth, N. J., including the latest 
types of field telephones, field radio 
direction-finding instruments, a _ radio 


gnding and receiving set weighing only 
% pounds, were on display. 

At night huge Broadway crowds were 
iitracted to the Garden by a “raid” of 
Army airplanes from the First Observa- 
tion Squadron at Mitchell Field, drop- 
ping light bombs on the New York thea- 
ter district. Searchlights of the 62nd 
Coast Artillery from Ft. Totten, N. Y., 
st up at the corners of 49th and 50th 
streets and 8th avenue sought them out 
as they came over downtown New York. 

In his address Colonel Allison declared 
that the recent Army CPX in New Jer- 
wy proved conclusively that Signal 
Corps developments during the past year 
have been satisfactory and will be an 
absolutely essential factor in assisting 
the Army to repel an invader. 

“It is truly remarkable that the Signal 
Corps, which is composed of a compara- 
tively small number of men, should be 
credited with so many of the important 
achievements in commercial sciences,” 
said Colonel Allison. 

“Many inventions and patents of Sig- 
nl Corps experts in the period before 
radio communication became commer- 
dally practicable have stimulated the 
progress of this industry. * * * 

“The first radio communication regu- 
larly and publicly operated in the United 
States was installed between Fire Island 
and the Fire Island lightship by mem- 
bers of the Signal Corps in 1899. This 
frst radio system extended for a dis- 
tance of about twelve miles and proved 
tobe a most effective forerunner of the 
daborate network of broadcasting and 
receiving systems now operating over 
our country today. * * * 

“Perhaps one of the greatest contri- 
butions of our Army to commercial radio 
has been the installation and mainte- 
nance of radio stations in Alaska. * * * 
lt is especially noteworthy to observe 
that the radio system established be- 
tween Nome and St. Michael, on August 
§, 1904, was the first in the world regu- 
larly to operate commercially over a dis- 
lance of one hundred miles. The suc- 
cessful operation of these two stations 
was due to the inventions and experi- 
ments of a Signal Corps officer. 

Today there are approximately 36 
Signal Corps Alaskan radio stations 
handling commercial traffic. These Sig- 
nal Corps stations operate under the 
Supervision of the Chief Signal Officer 
of the Army. They are in reality com- 
merelal stations located in major towns 
td villages providing the only means 
contact for the inhabitants with the 
outside world. The credit due the Sig- 
ull Corps of the Army for opening up 
Alaska and for maintaining communica- 
tia throughout that territory cannot be 

uted. 
“With the progress of aviation the 
Signal Corps developed radio devices for 
the safety of aviators and these have 
made available for commercial 
manufacture. In 1912 the Signal Corps 
‘complished the first successful radio 
ge from airplane to ground and a 
w years later successfully demon- 
strated the first airplane radio telephone. 
mong other aids to aviation originated 
hd tested by the Signal Corps and now 
ritfactured and sold commercially are:

The develop- 
ment was perfected in the Signal Corps 
laboratories at Dayton, Ohio, and after 
successful tests the plans and specifica- 
tions were turned over to the free use 
of commercial manufacturers. * * * 
“Communication with under-water 
craft and airplanes in the upper strata 


of the air is a Signal Corps develop- 
ment. * * * 
“Reflection will show that the great 


increase in the number of radio sending 
and receiving sets purchased by the 
Army in 1917 gave to the radio industry 
a tremendous impetus, and because the 
Signal Corps required a standard stable 
equipment this was provided for public 
use, and it is therefore to the Signal 
Corps that the purchasers of radio re- 
ceiving sets today are greatly indebted 
for its research and tests.” 


Military Surgeons Meeting 

The next annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Military Surgeons of the 
United States will be held at Carlisle 
Barracks, Pa., October 8, 9 and 10. This 
meeting is to be of a strictly practical 
nature, demonstrating all of the latest 
medical equipment for the treatment of 
the sick and wounded in the field and 
their evacuation, also the latest sanitary 
appliances. The meeting this year is to 
be addressed by the Assistant Secretary 
of War, the Hon. Harry Hines Wood- 
ring, and the Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum. The Surgeon 
Generals of the three services are ex- 
pected to attend, and in addition many 
of the ex-Presidents of the’ Association. 
A general invitation has been extended 
to the medical profession throughout the 
country and a large attendance is ex- 
pected, 


Retain Battenberg Cup 
In a spectacular three mile cutter 
race off Newport, R. I., last Sunday, the 
USS Arkansas successfully defended the 
tattenberg Cup, defeating her opponent, 


H. M. S. Dragon, by a lead of ten boat 
lengths. 
This is the first occasion in many 


years in which a vessel of the United 
States Navy was called upon to defend 
the Battenberg Cup in competition with 
a foreign man-of-war. Since its presen- 
tation in 1906 to the enlisted men of 
the United States Atlantic Fleet by the 
men of the British Second Cruiser 
Squadron, under Rear Admiral Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, it has fallen into 
foreign custody only on one occasion in 
1907 when the victor was H. M. S. 
Argyle. 


Admiral King Speaks 
Rear Adm. Ernest J. King, USN. 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
Navy Department, addressed members 
of the National Exchange Clubs in con- 
vention at Cincinnati, Ohio, at noon, 
Sept. 26, on the subject of “Aviation in 





the First Line of Defense—The Navy.” 

Admiral King stressed the need for a 
more complete understanding, on the 
part of every individual, of the work 
which is being carried out by the Navy 
and its aviation arm. 

In addition to a general description 
of the various types of aircraft and 
their missions, Admiral King explained 
the steps which had been necessary to 
adapt aircraft to the peculiar needs of 
the Navy. 

In dealing with the subject of the 
training of naval aviators, he pointed 
out the unusual and specialized knowl- 
edge necessary on the part of a pilot of 
the Navy to properly cooperate with the 
Fleet. In this connection, Admiral King 
said: 

“An efficient naval pilot must have a 
thorough knowledge of the Navy, its 
doctrine, its traditions and customs, and 
its needs, for only one so indoctrinated 
can fully discharge his duties. The high 
standard of efficiency and cooperation 
which has been reached in naval avia- 
tion today is due primarily to the fact 
that our planes are manned with officers 
and enlisted men drawn from the regu- 
lar Navy. In the interest of national 
defense and national security we must 
be allowed to pursue that same policy.”

Honor Indian War Heroes 


A most interesting ceremony that wy 
long be remembered by those fortunate 
enough to be present was held Septep. 
ber 5, at Ft. Robinson, Neb., when twiy 
monuments in honor of two Indian wy 
heroes were unveiled. One monumey 
was in honor of Lt. Levi H. Robinson 
for whom the post was named, who wa 
killed by Indians at old Ft. Laramie 
Wyo., February 9, 1874. The other was 
in memory of Crazy Horse, a famoy 
Ogallala war chief of the Sioux Natigy 
who was killed at Ft. Robinson, Neb, 
September 5, 1877. Erection of th 
monuments and conduct of the com 
monies was under the direction of Maj 
Edwin N. Hardy, commanding officer of 
Ft. Robinson. 


One of the principal speakers way 
Maj. Gen. Louis H. Bash, Quartermaster 
General of the Army. The assemblage 
was headed by Capt. James L. Cook 
former Army scout and famous Frop. 
tiersman. Major Hardy gave the addreg 
of welcome and Chief Bad Wound made 
an oration. 


The ceremony recalled the stirring 
deaths of the two great fighters. Liep 
tenant Robinson's death was reported {p 
a despatch dated February 10, 1874, and 
printed in the ARMY AND Navy Jovuayat 
of February 14, 1874 as follows: 


A courier came in at half past eight p. m 
yesterday from the peak train, and reported 
that about 10 miles from the mill Lieutenant 
Robinson and Corporal Coleman were gur- 
rounded by about 40 Indians. A private 
named Noles was near by and says the lat 
that he saw of Robinson was that he wa 
leaning forward in his saddle and th 
Indians very close behind, firing at him 
Robinson and Coleman ran toward the mill 
Noles ran toward the train, which was about 
five miles north of where the attack wa 
made. His horse was shot and killed ant 
he ran the remainder of the distance » 
foot, under fire of Indians. Bastines lef 
the mill about two hours after Robins, 
which was an hour after the train had left, 
and saw nothing of Robinson and Colemm 
or of the Indians. Captain Egan was ordered 
out immediately with two companies 
cavalry, but nothing has yet been beard 
from him. The train arrived here at tw 
p. m. today. The Indians made a mil 
on a ranch yesterday about nine miles north 
of here, and took one horse and fired # 
the herder. It is supposed that a gener! 
raid has been made on the Laramie. Colon 
Bullock arrived at Ft. Fetterman yesterday. 
He says he saw a large party of India 
at the upper crossing of the Horse Sho, 
singing and dancing what seemed to be tt 
sealp dance. 

A later despatch reports that the bodie 
of Lieutenant Robinson, 14th Cavalry, sl 
Corporal Coleman, 2nd Cavalry, had bee 
brought in in a mutilated condition. 

Regarding the death of Chief Crag 
Horse, the AkMy AND Navy JouRNal ¢ 
September 15, 1877 published a despat 
from a correspondent which concluded 
as follows: 

Crazy Horse was 
Sheridan under an Indian guard. 
being placed in the post guard-house # 
Camp Robinson he attempted and partis 
succeeded in escaping, but received 
thrust of a bayonet from one of the Infantr 
guards, dying from the same about 11 p. 
September 5, the night of the day he 
brought in, Quite an excitement prevallé 
as several hundred Northern Indians 
present in their war habiliments, and a0 
tempt at rescue was expected. Had # 
shot been fired, we would have had a? 
fight. The troops were under arms 
ready at a moment’s notice. After 
wounded, Crazy Horse was taken into ¥ 
Adjutant’s office, and there died. An 
tempt to have placed him in the # 
house might have caused serious co 
quences. The father and mother came 
took the body away, thus ending the bes 
of Crazy Horse. Death to him was P 
able to captivity. What may result ©

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New Pensacola Class 

Twenty-four members of the Naval 
Reserve have been selected for advanced 
flight training at the Naval Air Station, 
Pensacola, Fla., by a board convened 
at that station.

Plan Australian Cruise 

The Secretary of the Navy has ap- 
proved plans for an extensive cruise this 
autumn of the Commander-in-Chief, 
Asiatic Fleet, in the Southern Pacific, 
Australasia and the Dutch East Indies. 

Adm. Frank B. Upham, USN, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asaitic Fleet, 
will sail in the USS Augusta from 
Shanghai, Oct. 5 for Guam, where he 
will conduct an official inspection of the 
United States Naval base on that island. 

After a short stay in Guam, the 
Augusta will sail for Australia, visiting 
Sydney, Melbourne and Perth. The visit 
to Melbourne will coincide with part of 
the celebration of the centenary of the 
founding of that city. Returning north 
in November, the Augusta will visit 
Batavia, Bali and Makassar of the Dutch 
East Indies group, and Sandakan in 
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British North Borneo, and will arrive 
in Manila just before Christmas. 

This cruise will mark the most exten 
sive survey of the Far East by the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet 
in many years.

MeEnany, district surgeon and 
Capt. William T. Bauskett, district in- 
spector, and Camp Eagleton, Camp Slat- 
ington, and Shady No. 1 and Shady No.

Colonel Major commended the morale 
of the Arkansas camps and expressed 








gratification on the amount and quality 
of work that is being accomplished on 
the forest projects in Arkansas and in 
the other states visited. 

“America has been regarded by other 
countries as a land of materialism and 
money-grabbing,” Colonel Major com- 
mented, “Any citizen who would follow 
me around and visit the CCC camps 
over the land where our young men 
are given profitable employment and 
wholesome surroundings would ‘realize 
that if we believe in materialism, it is 
all on the side of practical idealism. In 
the Civilian Conservation Corps we are 
conserving not only the natural re- 
sources of a great country, but we are 
conserving also the young men who are 
being strengthened physically and men- 
tally to take an important part in the 
country’s destiny. The very fact that 
the taxpayers are getting their money's 
worth from the work of these boys 
makes the plan all the more ideal and 
satisfactory.” 

The visiting officer, asserted that there 
is a general good feeling all over the 
country concerning the program of the 
CCC, and that the general belief in offi- 
cial circles is that the movement will be 
continued beyond the time already set 
by congress which is March 31, 1985, 

“There is a general tendency for the 
construction of more permanent and 
comfortable quarters for the men in the 
camps, and the crews are getting more 
power machinery and better equipment,” 
Colonel Major observed. “In the begin- 
ning of the emergency work not only in 
the CCC but in the other organizations, 
there was a tendency to incline toward 
hand labor as a means of making work, 
Now the idea is to provide adequate 
equipment for efficient work, and instead 
of building a comparatively few dams 
and bridges and highways, we build a 
lot of them. We have a big country 
with a lot of work to do, and these fine 
youngsters in the CCC camps are doing 
a good job of it.”

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE SHOULD AWAKEN to the way in which their 
servants are being treated. We have dwelt repeatedly upon the brutality which 
marked the pension cut of widows of the Regular Services a year ago and the 
immateriality of the restoration which public sentiment forced. That condition 
unfortunately continues, and this in the face of the fact that widows of the CCC 
receive almost double the amount allowed to the aged or poverty-stricken women 
whose husbands served a life time either in the commissioned or enlisted ranks of 


the Army and the Navy. Now another group, the junior officers of the Navy, who 
will be summarily retired, are to be made to suffer, in spite of representations 
to Congress by Admiral Leahy in their behalf. These officers, as we reported last 
week, will receive, in many cases after 18 years’ service, only $84 per month, less 
than that allowed to retired enlisted men whom they commanded, but worse than 
this a wholly insufficient sum for their support and that of their dependents. 
It is assumed they will supplement their pensions by income from private employ- 
ment, but in the first place trained as they are for the sea defense of the Nation, 
they are not fitted for most civilian positions; in the second, with ten million 
people out of work, they will experience difficulty in getting jobs; and in the third 
place their field of opportunity is restricted by laws enacted by Congress which 
prohibit their service with any concern doing business with the government—and 
there are few not so engaged. It cannot be too strongly emphasized that when 
men enter the Army or the Navy and the Marine Corps the government at the time 
of such entrance pledges them a future based upon existing law. In the case 
of the widows up to the time of the enactment of the Economy Act, this meant 
a guarantee of $30 per month. In the case of the officers to be retired, it means 
a fair opportunity for advancement and ultimate retirement in a grade which 
would assure pay sufficient for their support during the balance of their lives. 
But the Navy Department insisted upon the enactment of a new promotion bill, 
and this will effect numerous retirements, with pay based upon the percentage of 
active duty pay which was intended to apply only to the higher ranks. Of course, 
the Navy Department should have refused to permit the enactment of any legis- 
lation which promised to inflict injustice, but it was so anxious to install a new 
system of promotion that it permitted hardships to be imposed so that the objec- 
tion of additional cost to the government could not be raised. Congress, when it 
reassembles, should look into the treatment of the widows and the junior officers 
retired, and make such amends as is possible without delay. And the President 
should not overlook the fact that Mrs. Roosevelt, probably with his approval, is 
insisting that pensions for old age should not be less than $200 per month! 


WITH THE PRESIDENT HAVING GIVEN his approval to features of 
the report of the Baker Board, it is to be hoped that in his forthcoming annual 
message to Congress he will recommend that the enlisted strength of the Army 
be restored to a figure with suitable grades and ratings, to quote the report, so 
as to enable proper and efficient performance of the many important tasks assigned 
by the National Defense Act. Regarding grades and ratings, the report points out 
that in addition to the increased pay which accompanies advance in grade, Regular 
Army enlisted men of certain grades performing duty as specialists are rated in 
one of six classes and are granted additional pay according to their rating. The 
higher specialist ratings which are held by men performing technical and tactical 
duties, such as pilots, gun crews and other similar assignments, carry additional 
pay which added to the pay of the grade carries a total compensation in excess 
of that received by unrated personnel of certain higher grades. It is quite true, 
as Mr. Baker and his associates pointed out, that this condition has aroused dis- 
content in the enlisted organization and, in many instances, causes qualified experts 
to avoid promotion to higher grades when such promotion would carry a loss of 
specialist rating and a reduction in pay. In repeating what the Army knows, we 
do so in the belief that the President and Congress will be impressed with the 
necessity of making prompt corrections so that enlisted morale may be advanced. 


OFFICIALLY, JAPAN, AS SHE SHOULD, has accepted, with polite indiffer- 
ence the announcement that the United States Fleet will hold a war game next 
summer in the waters of Alaska and the Aleutian Islands. It is a matter of 
common knowledge to us that the maneuvers of the Japanese Fleet, held in her 
southern strategic zone, have comprehended attack from the east, which could 
be only from an American naval force. But doubtless they have taken into con- 
sideration also the possibility of British operations, and the part which the Dutch 
would play in a Pacific war. So concerned with their weakness in the extreme 
Orient are the latter that Queen Wilhelmina’s government has proposed to supple- 
ment its strength there by additional vessels of special characteristics, In other 
words, every nation, regarding the oceans as free, utilizes them for that training 
which is essential if its naval forces are to be equipped to provide defense for 
territory and interests. How much more is the United States Fleet entitled to 
operate in its home waters, and to include in its problems the sea approaches 
thereto. Particularly is this the case with outlying territories such as Alaska, 
the Aleutian Islands, Hawaii and the Canal Zone. If Japan were to resent opera- 
tions in American waters it would be a notice served that we were not sovereign 
in lands that belong to us, and the Tokyo government, more than its people, recog- 
nize this fact, The Fleet will maneuver, of course, with due regard to Japanese 
sensibilities, but we have the right, and will exercise it, to send our vessels to 
the North Pacific, whether as the Fleet, or Submarine Division 12, which most 
efficiently a cruise to Dutch Harbor and thence to Hawaii and 
San Diego, or as units, And this will be done with no thought of provoking war 
with Japan. We do not want it; in fact, we want Japan's friendship. But we 
do insist upon our right to maneuver in American waters wherever we see fit.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Vulnerability of Air Depots and Factories—The Air Corps Depot at Middletown, 
Pa., was found to be “extremely vulnerable to hostile air attack by a long-range 
bomber” In the recent Army CPX, Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover declares. General 
Westover, Assistant Chief of Air Corps, and commanding general of the GHQ Air 
Force in the New Jersey maneuvers, states in his report to the War Department 
on the part of the GHQ Air Force’s part in the exercises, that the Air Depot 
and aircraft factories on the East Coast are likewise vulnerable to attack. 


“Our Air Depot system is well designed to meet our peace-time needs in the 
North Atlantic theater of operations,” General Westover stated. “In time of war, 
additional Advance Depots will be necessary. Our Air Depot at Middletown, which 
was originally strategically located so as to function for the entire Kast Coast 
in time of peace or war, was in this exercise found to be extremely vulnerable 
to hostile air attack by a long-range bomber. Similarly a number of aircraft 
factories, located generally along the Atlantic Coast, would likewise be vulnerable, 
and in this exercise provision was made for their prompt evacuation to the zone 
of the interior. In any contemplated location of a base Air Depot in the Northwest 
area of the United States, consideration should be given to these points.” 

The ability to concentrate Air Force units readily on either coast in from two 
to three and one-half days’ time was clearly demonstrated not onl¥ in the West 
Coast maneuvers last year but also in the flight of Colonel Arnold’s ten bombers 
from March Field to Mitchell Field, General Westover stated. 

“Colonel Arnold’s flight had been planned over the shortest possible route,” he 
stated. “However, due to bad weather and poor gasoline supply, a combination 
of circumstances likely to be encountered in field service at any time, he was 
forced to take the southern and longest route of about 2,900 miles. As a peace- 
time precaution, when weather became too threatening, he was directed to stop 
overnight at Atlanta. The poor gasoline which Colonel Arnold got at Amarillo 
caused a forced landing at Barksdale Field and an entire change of gasoline there. 
To guard against such difficulties will require of Corps Commanders and Zone of 
Interior Commanders the highest of cooperation and preparation if air massed 
movements are to be successfully accomplished.” 

General Westover also recommended that a study be made of the characteristics 
and facilities of the nation’s air fields. 

“These exercises confirmed the conclusions and recommendations previously 
made that we develop in time of peace a thorough knowledge of the location, 
characteristics and facilities at existing-and potential airdromes and landing fields 
available in each strategic area,” he said. “The actual basic location of head- 
quarters and operating units, as well as supply establishments and communications 
facilities, must be determined upon before the Air Force reaches the concentration 
if the Air Force is to be able to furnish air defense in the air shortly after arrival. 
The necessary technical inspection of such airdromes and facilities to determine 
which best conform to the characteristics of the different classes of aviation should, 
of course, be made by Regular Army personnel in time of peace and with a view 
to their adaptability for any particular colored plan. After such determination, 
there should be an assignment and training of selected Reserve Officers living in 
such an area, with a view of preparing the detailed plans in time of peace whereby 
these airdromes and facilities may be immediately operated in time of war. This 
applies particularly to the Northeast and Northwest strategic areas. The key 
Reserve officer personnel to which I have just referred should be credited with 
the training received during peace time in connection with the preparation of 
detailed plans for the ground organization necessary to accommodate Air Force 
units which may be placed in that theater in time of emergency or for training.” 














National Defense and the Elections The work of the Illinois National Defense

Emergency Plans for Domestic Disturbanees—With employment of National Guan 
troops in civil disturbances becoming an every-day matter throughout the States 
much thought is being given to their proper and effective use. In this connectign 
Maj. Gen. Roy D. Keehn, commanding the 38rd Division, Illinois National Guar, 
has issued a comprehensive plan for this purpose. 

The Emergency Plan issued by General Keehn constitutes the military arrange 
ments, made in advance, to safeguard the citizens of Illinois and their property 
and to maintain the peace in the event of violent domestic disorders or in cag 
of a great public calamity by fire, storm or flood, when the civil authorities an 
their peace officers are unable to control the situation. 

“This Emergency Plan,” writes General Keehn in a preface to the booklet 
“is a matter of importance to the civil authorities and to the people of the State 
generally. In brief, the plan is based on a subdivision of the area of the State 
into districts, subdistricts and smaller divisions, for each of which a commander 
is assigned and troops allotted. On the call of the Governor, disorders in any of 
these areas can be promptly suppressed and the peace restored, by the commandey 
and troops hereby specifically allotted for that purpose. 

“The plan includes such general instructions as are necessary to establish 4 
policy of methods for handling disorders, so that the interests of the public wi 
best be protected with a minimum disturbance of the routine life of the com 
munities. 

“Specifically, these instructions are based on the principle of employing over. 
whelming force at the outset, and thus overawing disturbers of the peace, an/ 
avoiding loss of life and destruction of property that might result were the offend 
ers not instantly impressed with the utter impossibility of opposing the forces of 
the law—the troops. 

“The understanding support of the citizens of Illinois (whose agency the Guard 
is) is necessary to the efficient and economical operation of this Emergency Plan 
It constitutes their final safeguard, so far as the resources of the State are o- 
cerned, against a breakdown of the reign of law and order on which their safety 
and material prosperity depends.” 


Training of Keeruits—Special attention is being given in the Fourth Area to 
the training of recruits, Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, corps area com 
mander, has issued General Orders No. 5, which read, in part, as follows: 

“1. While inspections made during the fiscal year just closed show generally 4 
highly satisfaetory state of affairs throughout the Fourth Corps Area, there is ov 
item that is not up to the desired standard, and that is recruit instruction, Tw 
little intelligent attention is paid to it. The instruction is not properly varied, aul 
becomes to a large extent mechanical. It is overlooked that the mind of the reerult 
must be kept interested while he is being trained. This cannot be accomplishe 
when the squad is held for a long period of time in the hot sun while being i» 
structed in the elements of drill. Post Commanders must give personal attention 
to this matter, and a hundred per cent improvement must be shown. The Comp 
Area Inspectors will be instructed to look into this phase of training in particular 

“2. Attention of all officers is called to General Orders No. 1, Headquarters 
Third Army, dated March 6, 1934, which is being distributed throughout this Com 
Area as a training guide. This order does not attempt to change any of the basi 
principles of War Department training orders but rather it gives a priority in th 
line of approach to complete training. The objectives as set forth in this order wil 
be the objectives of all training in this Corps Area.” 


Foreign Exchange—The Comptroller General has ruled that The purpose of 8 
tion 5 of Executive Order No. 6657-A, dated March 27, 1934, issued pursuant 
act of March 26, 1934, 48 Stat. 466, was to give an employee of the United State 
in a foreign country the amount of foreign currency such employee would have 
received prior to the appreciation of foreign currency in their relation to th 
American dollar, regardless of whether he is paid in such foreign currency or ® 
equivalent in United States currency. 

“The Executive Order, supra, is by its terms effective April 1, 1934, but is 
making payments subsequent to said date, under the provisions of section ° af 
the Order, there may be taken into consideration any loss with reference © 
amounts properly accruing prior to said date (but not prior to July 15, 1933), 1° 
section 5 of the Order has reference to the date of payment and conversion inl 
foreign currency rather than the period under which the pay, etec., accrues.” 

On the same subject he held that “Under the act of March 26, 1934, 48 Stat 
466, authorizing annual appropriations to meet losses sustained by officers @ 
employees of the United States in foreign countries due to the appreciation i 
foreign currencies in their relation to the American dollar, and Executive Onde 
No. 6657-A, March 27, 1934, pursuant thereto, travel allowance payable on dir 
charge or extension of enlistment and accumulated clothing allowance paid enlist 
men of the Marine Corps on discharge are included in the term ‘net pay and allow 
ances’ as used in paragraph 3 (b) of the Executive Order and are properly inclu 
in the computation of the benefits authorized by the act. ‘ 

“Savings deposits and interest thereon of enlisted men of the Marine Com 
being neither pay nor allowances, are not, as such, included in the act of Ma 
26, 1934, and the Executive Order of March 27, 1934, issued pursuant thereto, 
therefore are not within the benefits authorized by the act.”

Urges Understanding of N. G. 
(Continued from First Page) 
I propose to speak so that I cannot be mis- 
understood. 

Last year, without doing violence to the 
truth or putting a strain upon my con- 
science, I might have paid an eloquent trib- 
ute to the harmonious relations which exist 
between the Regular Army and the National 
Guard, and to have expressed my apprecia- 
tion for the excellent work done for the 
Guard by our professional soldiers. If the 
occasion had been an after-dinner speech, 








that would probably have been my theme. 
But it is a theme more appropriate to a 
banquet hall than to a hall of learning. 
Bearing in mind the nature of the work 
done here, its purpose, and your needs, my 
mind turned, not to compliments, but on 
how to give you a clear and accurate pic- 
ture of an important implement of the na- 
tional defense, with which in any emergency 
you will have to deal. 

Again, if I had been addressing a body 
of National Guard officers,—especially staff 
officers—I might well have emphasized to 
them the importance of cultivating at every 
drill correct military habits of procedure; 
because otherwise, if each followed the rou- 
tine habits of work fixed in him by his 
daily civilian pursuits, there could be little 
uniformity and there would be difficulty in 
procuring intelligent team work. 

Similarly, in speaking to officers who deal 
day after day, year in and year out, with 
the Regular Army, I might with propriety 
and to their advantage point out this dan- 
ger: That they may form in their minds 
faulty pictures of the tools with which they 
may be called upon to work in war. In that 
event the kind of troops with which they 
are accustomed now to deal will have 
ceased to exist. The first troops to reach 
the front in any numbers will be National 
Guard divisions. The advantage of knowing 
something about them is self-evident. 

At my request officers of the National 
Guard Bureau last year prepared § data. 
Whenever it seemed necessary this data was 
checked by or even compiled in other War 
Department agencies. My exposition of that 
data last year involved comparisons. To be 
sure, as Sheridan’s famous character Mrs, 
Malaprop said, “Comparisons are odorous.” 
Yet if we are to form intelligent policies 
and devise correct methods for the three 
components of the Army, comparisons are 
inevitable. 

To be sure criticisms were implied: How 
are we ever to progress unless we recognize 
defects? If we are really “One Army” what 
better place to express our dissatisfactions 
than in the bosom of the family? I con- 
ceived it to be my duty to speak my real 
mind and to lay before you gentlemen the 
most accurate data I could find because in 
your work in this place you need a picture 
of conditions as they are. Knowing no other 
society of men who are moved so much by 
the impulse to promote the common weal 
and so little by personal advantage, I still 
believe that I may elaborate on my theme 
of last year, “that the National Guard needs 
more thoughtful consideration as regards its 
standards of training and methods based 
upon its peculiar problems.” We of the Na- 
tional Guard need this because we have now 
reached a point where further progress can 
not be reasonably expected without it. 

Conditions have changed. The long period 


devoted to the organization of units was fol-. 


lowed by a period during which the settling 
of new problems established precedents and 
familiarized the troops with successful 
methods of administration. As good habits 
were formed and administration became a 
matter of routine, problems of training 
came to the fore. Today the National Guard 
has greatly improved the quality of its per- 
sonnel. Its morale is hight. It enjoys pres- 
tige and warm popular support. Its train- 
ing has improved to the point that further 
progress can not be looked for until its 
present problems are given the attention of 
professional officers who are in a position to 
make authoritative decisions. These deci- 
sions will be mischievous rather than help- 
ful if made only by officers who know little 
or nothing of the peculiar character and 
problems of the National Guar. The need 
for this understanding its urgent. 

It must be of concern to you that an offi- 
cer of the Regular Army whose service has 
been in any great extent with the National 
Guard is almost precluded from appoint- 
ment to the W. D. General Staff, and that 
there is with four exceptions not an officer 
on the W. LD). General Staff of approximately 
100 officers who has had service with the 
Guard in a training responsible position 
since the National Defense Act. You would 
not consider for appointment on the W. D. 
General Staff a Regular officer who had not 
had training with Regular troops—then why 
would you almost preclude from the W. D. 
General Staff officers of the Regular Army 
whose training has been with a component 
that is twice the size of the Regular Army 
in what is at least purported to be trained 
combat personnel. 

All details of officers to the War Depart- 
ment General Staff are now made from 
graduates of the War College except in the 
case of additional members who come from 
the various services. It may interest you 
to know that last year’s class at the Army 
War College had in it only one officer who 
had ever had duty as an instructor in the 
National Guard. It is required that 50% of 
the graduates of the War College will be 
available for duty immediately on the Gen- 
eral Staff. This means that only those offi- 
cers who have had one year's command duty 
immediately preceding their detail to the 





War College may be sent directly to th 
General Staff. As no credit is given to, 
National Guard instructor for commang 
duty it can be immediately seen that he jy 
50% ineligible for detail to the War Colleg. 

Let me illustrate what I mean by an actnyg 
concrete case. Recently the question camp. 
up whether federal recognition should by 
given to members of state staffs and stat 
detachments. An officer in a position to jp. 
fluence this decision hesitated because jy 
confused the state staff with the governor, 
honorary staff which exists only in som 
states, and even in these states has no gop. 
nection with the National Guard. At any 
rate he asked what would be the use of th 
state staff in time of war. As it is expecte 
to rely upon these staffs to administer the 
draft, it will readily be seen how importay 
it is for officers of the War Department ty 
know something about them and their fune 
tions. 

As an example of a plan based on incom. 
plete knowledge, tet me cite the system of 
supply for the National Guard. Section ® 
of the National Defense Act reads: 

“The National Guard of the Unite 
States shall, as far as practicable, be unj- 
formed, armed, and equipped with th 
same type of uniforms, arms, and equip. 
ment as are or shall be provided for the 
Regular Army.” 

Despite the differences between the sup. 
ply problem of a unit of the Regular Army 
in a post with its storage facilities, stocks 
and a personnel permanently on duty t& 
care for them, and that of a National Guar 
unit in an armory with few of these facili. 
ties, the Regular Army system was imper 
fectly adapted to the uses of the Guard 
Although the National Guard was organised 
on the basis of maintenance strength, equip- 
ment was furnished units on the basis of 
peace strength, creating a surplus of prop- 
erty to become a useless burden and a 
additional responsibility. To relieve the units 
and their commanders of this incubus many 
states provided central storage for the a 
cess individual equipment and in some 
cases for surplus organization equipment 
In this case our citizen soldiers interested 
in efficiency and economy modified the sys 
tem devised by professional soldiers, bring 
ing about better care of property at les 
cost. I believe that it would be advantageous 
for the national defense if our methods of 
supply, organization and training were all 
comprehensively examined from the stand 
point of the three components as of M-Day; 
and our peacetime practices were adapted o 
that basis to the actual needs of each, 

In eras of great changes new ideas spread 
like epidemics, and infections spring up # 
the same time in widely separated places 
without any apparent connection, Some 
times two or more scientists will make the 
same discovery simultaneously, or two # 
more inventors develop similar devices # 
the same time. We live in such a period 
The questions of proper organization ané 
training are being raised throughout the 
Army. Before they are settled the interests 
of the National Guard should be consulted 
Section 60 of the National Defense Ad 
states : 

“Except as otherwise specifically provid 
ed herein, the organization of the National 
Guard, including the composition of all 
units thereof, shall be the same as that 
which is or may hereafter be prescribed 
for the Regular Army, subject in time o 
peace to such general exceptions as may 
be authorized by the Secretary of War 
And the President may prescribe the par 
ticular unit or units, as to branch or arm 
of service, to be maintained in each State, 
Territory or the District of Columbia, @ 
order to secure a force which, when com 
bined, shall form complete tactical units, 
ete.” 

It must be remembered that under the 
provisions of this section certain states have 
been called upon to maintain and support 
in the interests of the common national de 
fense units of little or no use to the state 
It must further be borne in mind that whet 
the contributions of municipalities and other 
units of local government, of chambers of 
commerce or other societies, and of private 
citizens are added to the amounts appre 
priated by the States, the Federal Gover® 
ment pays less than half the cost of the 
National Guard; the balance of the cost Is 
borne by or in the states. Again, it is nec 
sary to know that any change in organiza 
tion will involve expense to the states; 
will be a disturbing influence in them, and 
upset many settled interests or practices 
Finally, it is important to appreciate the 
fact that the states and the National Guards 
thereof, if convinced that the present +

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
pear healing on its wings. In their dealings 
with the Guard in the states officers must 
be diplomats as well as soldiers. Army offi- 
cers who do not understand conditions in 
the National Guard may mistake patriotic 
self-sacrifice or the desire to be better sol- 
diers for mere routine obedience to lawful 
authority and run the risk of doing irrepar- 
able damage. If, on the other hand, they 
pave an intimate understanding of the 
Guard, they may be able to take advantage 
adroitly of their knowledge. For example, 
much of the discussion of organization as- 
gumes that all units including the division 
will be smaller. In that case it would be 
ible to have complete higher tactical 
gnits in more states. This would appeal to 
state pride. It would likewise remedy some 
of the problems of training in units split 
among two or more states. Simpler as well 
as smaller units would be advantageous by 
eabling our citizen soldiers to economize 
training time and effort and to fit them- 
slves better for their roles in war. 
It is necessary to know a great deal about 
conditions in the National Guard in order to 
determine suitable policies pertaining to ad- 


ministration and supply; it is much more 
necessary whtere it comes to questions of 
organization, and supremely so when it 


comes to training. Matters of administration 
and supply are largely concrete, material 
problems. Mistakes made with respect to 
those may be annoying, but are seldom 
vital. But questions relative to training are 
those in which the very spirit that ani- 
mates the guard is involved. A mistake here 
might easily jeopardize its value and even 


its very existence. 

Last year I remarked that “The two com- 
ponents (Regular Army and the National 
Guard) are different and have different 


problems.” I want once more to emphasize 
these differences. I stated that “In the Na- 
tional Guard training efficiency is primarily 
determined by the factor of time available.” 


The results obtained under existing condi 
tions have been excellent. Training has 


reached a degree of perfection that could not 
have been foreseen considering the limita- 
tions of the militia system. This is due in 
part bo the high quality of the personnel. 
The World War brought into the Army as 
leaders, men distinguished in various walks 
of life. When the National Guard was be- 
ing reorganized after the war not a few of 
these experienced men were led by patriotic 
motives to assist. Their prestige often at 
tracted a high class of personnel. 

In any case the capacity to absorb 
struction is high. The interval of time be 
tween relatively short assemblies tends to 
keep interest fresh and minds receptive. 
There is no fatigue duty to take soldiers 
tway from instruction. As long as morale 
rmains high and real interest in the work 
tan be maintained attendance at drills and

This is why the National Guard training 
tficiency is determined by the factor of 
time.

been needed by our citizen soldiers; a scal- 
ing down of the wide range of training re- 
quirements and, perhaps, some common 
guide to their relative importance. 
Paragraph 24, TR 10-5 states that “The es- 
tablishment of proper standards of profi- 
ciency for each step in the training of the 
individual or the unit is a vital factor in 
training management,” and that such stan- 
dards “in the various grades and categories, 
and for organizations of the various types 


and branches are established by the War 
Department.” 

This can not mean that these standards 
have ever been set up; because they have 
not: It simply means that this is a func- 
tion reserved to the War Department; for 


it goes on to say: “In the absence of such 
War Department standards, they will be 
fixed by subordinate commanders.” 

I do not understand how this can be ef- 
fectively done. Even if trained officers on 
corps area staffs undertook to do it there 
would be no uniformity of training among 
the corps areas or between the three com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States. 
National Guard commanders do not have the 
data, resources or the time to analyse the 
training requirements and methods of the 
Regular Army and Organized Reserves as of 
M-Day, to estimate the training time that 
may be available before going into com- 
bat, and so determine the essential subjects 
and their priorities in such a way as to 
secure uniformity. The National Guard 
wants a system of training that will enable 


it to start with “Number One” of the es- 
sentials for all soldiers, of whatever com 
ponent, arm or branch, and enable it to 
continue with “Number Two,” “Number 
Three” and so on until its available time 
has been used up economically and to the 
best advantage. It wants the best training 
methods and devices to enable it to secure 


the maximum results in a minimum of time 
and to be in step with other components on 
M-Day. Only the War Department can give 
it this help. It may be that it will come 
from the Board on the revision of training 
methods. I fervently hope that it will. It 
was to this end that the National Guard 
Bureau addressed a letter to the Board, in 
which it pointed out some of the peculiar 
training problems and needs of the National 
Guard. I shall refer briefly to some of 
these. 

In the first place, the mission of the Guard 
is dual. As a state force it must fit itself 
to carry out such duties as may be required 
of it by its peace-time commander-in-chief ; 
as the National Guard of the United States 
it must prepare itself for combat in the 
event of a war. To accomplish this dual 
mission it normally has the equivalent of 
four weeks’ training a year; 48 armory 
drills of 1% hours duration each, and two 
weeks’ field training (less about two days 
required to travel to and set up its camp, 
and to break camp and return home). There 
is also a type of training classified in the 
Regular Army as garrison training which, 
as much of it can not be successfully given 
in armories, must be given at camp. Thus in 
preparing for M-Day the National Guard 
finds very little time for field training. Yet, 
as little time as it has, the Guard accom- 
plishes marvels. 

We can make it better -with the help of a 
War Department staffed by officers who un 
derstand the problems peculiar to our citl- 
yen-soldiery. I do not mean to Impugn its 
good will; but Regular Army officers must 
serve with the Guard in order to aid it in 
telligently. I can not sufficiently impress 
upon you gentlemen the variety of ways In 
which it differs from the kind of troops you 


are accustomed to. The War Department 
will be slow to reach a thorough under 
standing of the Guard while officers who

Capt. Washington Irving Chambers, 
USN-Ret., died Sept. 23, while en route 
from San Diego, Calif., to Washington, 
D. C. 

Captain Chambers was born in Kings- 
ton, N. Y., April 4, 1856, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from the 
13th District of New York in 1871. He 
was a member of the Greely Relief Expe- 
dition in 1884, 

He served as Assistant to the Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance from 1907 
until March, 1909, when he was ap- 
pointed as Assistant to Aide for Mate- 
rial. In 1911 he served as a member 
of the Geheral Board. 

To Captain Chamber's farsightedness 
was due, in no small measure, the Navy's 
early interest in aviation, for as early 
as 1910 he was pioneering in the field of 


naval aviation development. As a re- 
sult of his enthusiastic recommenda- 
tions, an appropriation of $25,000 for 


aviation was included in the 1911-1912 
Naval Appropriation Act, and in March, 
1911, Captain Chambers was detailed to 
the Bureau of Navigation and directed 
to devote his entire time toward the 
establishment of a naval aviation ser- 
vice. The accomplishments of Captain 
Chambers in laying the foundation for 
the present aeronautical organization of 
the Navy were due largely to his vision, 
his devotion to duty, and his progressive 
efforts. 

He was placed on the retired list of 
the Navy in 1918. He was recalled to 
active duty in the Office of Naval Ope- 
rations in January, 1914, and remained 
on active duty until November 8, 1919. 
Captain Chambers was the designer of 
the first catapulting device used by the 
U. 8. Navy which was successfully tested 
in a flight Nov. 1912, at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. 

Captain Chambers is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Isabelle R,. Chambers, and 
his son, Lt Comdr. Irving R. Chambers, 
USN, who is on duty in Naval Opera- 
tions, Navy Department.

The instructor of a National Guard unit is 
dealing with the only type of soldier he 
will meet in battle. To give credit for com- 
mand duty with troops to those instructors 
with the National Guard whose service is 
an actual fact the equivalent or more than 
the equivalent, in as far as professional 
preparation for war is concerned would tend 
to invite into that field many able officers 
who have fought shy of it in order not to 
jeopardize their chances for professional ad- 
vancement. It would bring to the General 
Staff a greater proportion of officers who 
know the Guard and know it intimately. 
The limitation of federal authority over 
the National Guard is frequently misunder- 
stood. Except as regards the power con- 
ferred by the Constitution on the Federal 
Government, to arm the militia and to pre- 
scribe its organization and discipline, the 
National Guard is a state force controlled 
by the states. All command over the Guard 
rests exclusively in the state. It is not only 
when the troops are on state emergency 
duty that this is true, but all movements 
to and from camps are directed under state 
authority. The Federal Government has no 
power whatever to issue orders to the Na- 
tional Guard unless and until it is called 

into the federal service. 

This distinction is important to bear in 
mind for many reasons. Sometimes profes- 
sional officers attempt to apply to the Na- 
tional Guard methods applicable only to 
the Regular Army. To illustrate: There 
have been cases In which the War Depart- 
ment has undertaken to “approve” or “dis- 
approve” designs for special regimental uni- 
forms. The reasons for “disapproving” may 
be excellent; but the fact remains that there 
is no question that this is an infringement 
on the powers of the state. On the other 
hand there is now no disposition on the 
part of the states to question such action 
by the War Department. The states are 
asked to refer such matters to it for guid 


ance; they commonly not only do so, but 
actually ask for its approval. This desir- 
able condition will disappear the moment 


an issue is raised. Hence the necessity for 
officers of the Regular Army to appreciate 
the limits of their control over the Guard. 
To ilhustrate§ again: Recently several 
states have asked the Federal Government 
to call units of the Guard into federal ser- 
vice for use in purely local disturbances; 
in one case because a county had been under 
martial law until state funds were ex 
hausted. In other cases complaints have 
come to the Federal Government against the 
uses made of the Guard in some states. The 
answer is made that the executive branch 
of the Federal Government is powerless to 
interfere even if it would. The propriety of 
the use of National Guard troops by a state 
is determined by the state alone. Officers 
who have occasion to deal with the National 
Guard must bear in mind that with the ex- 
ceptions noted before, the War Department 
lacks the power to direct the National Guard 
to do anything. A communieation to the ad- 
jutant general of a state may be a request; 
but it cannot be an order. However, this 
does not mean that the Federal Government 
is unable to enforce its contract with the 
states, or that there is any disposition on 
the part of the states to avoid their obli- 
gations. The National Guard commonly 
gives far greater value to the Federa! Gov- 
ernment than is required by law. In this 
connection I am led to recall an excellent 





article on Inter-imperial Relations in the 
British Empire published in a recent Intel- 
ligence Summary by G-2. It was pointed 
out how slender were the legal bonds that 
bind that Great Empire together, and how 
powerful are the imponderable forces of 
sentiment and common defense. So it is 
with’ the relations between the War De- 
partment and the National Guard in the 
states; they depend, not upon laws and 
regulations, but on the interest of patriotic 
citizen-soldiers in their work and in the na- 
tional defense. The spirit is an intangible 
thing, hardy yet delicate. This can be pre- 
served, not by mere knowledge, but only by 
solid understanding. 

Even in the past emergencies where the 
lack of understanding on the part of the 
War Department was unpardonable’ the 
Guard of the States did not fail the nation— 
in one hundred and fifty years and more 
this has been true, but in the name of effi- 
ciency, economy and the general welfare, 
I beg of you gentlemen of this distinguished 
fountain head of knowledge a better under- 
standing. 


Financial Digest 
The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks in 91 leading cities on Septem- 
ber 19 shows decreases for the week of 
$98,000,000 in net demand deposits, $18,- 
000,000 in time deposits, $48,000,000 in 
reserve balances with Federal Reserve 
banks, $67,000,000 in loans on securities 
and $22,000,000 in total loans and invest- 
ments. 
Loans on securities declined $58,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district and $67,000,000 at all 


reporting member banks. “All other” 
loans declined $7,000,000 in the New 
York district, and increased $7,000,000 


in the San Francisco district, $6,000,000 
in the Chicaga district and $11,000,000 
at all reporting banks. 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities increased $29,000,000 at report- 
ing member banks in the Chicago dis- 
trict, $13,000,000 in the New York dis- 
trict, $8,000,000 in the Philadelphia dis- 
trict, $6,000,000 in the Minneapolis dis- 
trict and $58,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks, and declined $7,000,000 
in the Cleveland district. Holdings of 
other securities declined $29,000,000 in 
the New York district and $24,000,000 at 
all reporting banks. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
eluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $1,169,000,000 and net demand, time 
and Government deposits of $1,281,000,- 
000 on September 19, compared with 
$1,164,000,000 and $1,285,000,000,  re- 
spectively, on September 12.

Larger Battleships versus Smaller 
Battleships 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the ARMY AND Navy JourNaL of 
Jan. 27, 1934, there is summarized the 
committee’s report to the House on the 
subject of replacement of obsolete 
ships. 

The report refers to the next naval 
limitation conference due in 1986, and 
hopes that out of that conference will 
come another treaty providing that if, 
perchance capital ships as now defined 











are not to be completely eliminated, such 
replacement units as may be agreed 
upon will be very materially reduced jp 
tonnage and gun power. 

What is meant by the phrase “capita) 
ship as now defined.” 


Certainly “capital ship’ has never 
been defined by Act of Congress. Acts 
of Congress have recognized definitions 
of all types. We have the battleship, 
the airplane carrier, the heavy cruiser, 
the light cruiser, the destroyer, the sub. 
marine, the airplane, the airship and 
the auxiliary. Capital ship is not recog. 
nized as a type by the Navy Depart. 
ment, 

An acceptable definition of capital ship 
is probably this: The capital ship of 
any nation is that type maintained by 
that nation, having the highest degree 
of a combination of survival power, of. 
fensive power, and radius of action 
measured in length of time the vesgej 
can operate away from its base of sup- 
plies. 

The capital ship of the Mexicans is 
what others would call a gun boat, a 
converted yacht or an armed merchant 
ship. The capital ship of the United 
States is its most powerful battleship, 

Applying the term capital ship to the 
navies of the Sea Powers, the committee 
must mean, by the phrase capital ship 
as now defined, the battleship. If that 
is so, then what the committee means 
and hopes, is that battleships should be 
completely wiped out, or that replace 
ments in the future ought to be very 
materially reduced in tonnage and gun 
power. 

It is worth while to examine what 
will be the effect on the national strat- 
egy of the United States and so on the 
national defense of the United States, if 
there begins a progressing weakening of 
the battleship until by degrees the bat 
tleship disappears and becomes merged 
into the heavy cruiser. 

Seapower comprehends out posts, navy 
and merchant marine. 

The purpose of this comprehensive 
sea power is not only to defend one’s 
rights and interests in any and every 
part of the world, but also by fair 
means to create new rights and new in- 
terests in international trade in every 
part of the world in order to meet the 
human demands of one’s population. 
This is historically true. This has al- 
ways been one of the expressions of 
human nature, of the self preservation 
instinct, of the urge to seek to provide 
more work and better living for all the 
population. This is recorded as operat 
ing in remote antiquity. 

A people knowing how to expand their 
international trade look first to acquire 
bases, outposts, to link together their 
growing commercial empire. Such a peo 
ple with such a chain of bases, would in 
their own interest, in negotiating a na 
val limitation treaty, seek to eliminate 
the battleship, or to reduce the treaty 
size of the battleship, because their 
bases and a base is the most important 
element of sea power) would impart 
great power to their small battleship. 
They would thereby be able to get from 
small battleship plus bases an operat 
ing sea power that would exclude from 
the area the influence of another cout 
try’s small battleship minus bases; be 
cause such a country could not even dis- 
play its small battleship minus bases 
sea power in its own interest in that 
area, except in a state of dependency 0 
the other, that is on the small battle 
ship plus bases sea power. - 

In the Washingion Treaty of 1922 the 
United States made vital concessions 1® 
its outposts, and dealt a blow at its sea 
power and future far eastern commercé 
from which it is impossible ever to Te 
cover. By failing to have the fleet visit 
Manila on its return from !ts Australiaa 
voyage in 1924, and ever since then, 
the U. S. has become, in the waters 
China, dependent on a_ battleship plus 
bases sea power whose influence 
controls the area, into which area 
United States battleship minus bases

If this is the ultimate intention 
of the United States, then there is not 
mly no need for battleships, but also 
little or no need for much of any navy 
at all. 
The United States will have then sur- 
rendered to others the control of its in- 
ternational trade, for there is no reason 
to expect treaty breaking peoples to ab- 
jure tricks by which they annul their 
trade open door agreements. It will have 
placed at the other’s mercy its necessary 
imports. The United States will then 
ave no need for a national strategy, 
wd its national defense frontier will 
te drawn in, for it will then have noth- 
more to defend than its coast to 
cast navigation, which commerce, as 
the country gets weaker, will disappear 
iltogether as coast to coast navigation, 
ad will again be handled by the rail- 
roads. 


In the long run then, if the country in- 
wads further to weaken its sea power, by 
ping in for smaller and yet smaller bat- 
teships, the national defense of the U.

The foregoing might be said to argue the 
necessity for the battleship of great size 
from the stand point of national 
strategy. 

Naval strategy demands a battleship 
with each element of its total power 
superlative. The larger the battleship 
the higher its survival power. The large 
battleship can be rendered practically in- 
valuable; compartmentation to  with- 
stand an unusual number of under water 
wounds; heavy deck armor to withstand 
surprise attack from the air and the 
plumge of high angle fire gun projec- 
tiles; heavy side armor to turn shorter 
range flat trajectory gun projectiles; a 
heavy battery of anti-aircraft, anti-sub- 
marine, anti-destroyer guns, for immun- 
ity from these small weapon carriers; 
the heaviest of main battery guns for 
the most powerful offensive. Great size 
insures long radius of action and long 
sea keeping power. The greater the ship 
the less cost per mile to operate. The 
larger the ship the less cost per ton to 
build and the less cost per ton to op- 
erate. And the larger the ship the 
greater the hospital and other auxiliary 
facilities for the small vessels of the 
fleet. 

As for the smaller and yet smaller bat- 
tleship, the foregoing argues that it will 
reduce the United States to a third rate 
power in spite of apparent ship for ship 
treaty parity. That will be its effect in 
the realm of national strategy. 

In the field of naval strategy, the 
smaller battleship will be vulnerable, of 
shorter radius, ton against ton more 
costly to build and more costly to op- 
erate. 

In tactical offensive power the smaller 
battleship will have the same relative 
value against the foreigner as the large 
ship. But what the United States needs 
is power in each type of her treaty fleet 
that so strengthens national strategy 
that no conflict will arise to bring ships 
into tactical combat. That is what pre- 
paredness, national strategy, is for—to 
ward off the danger of a conflict of vital 
national policies changing into armed 
conflict ; to solve a conflict by awing the 
other fellow into making an equivalent 
in concessions to what the United States 
is willing to make; to get a 50-50 solu- 
tion. 

There was a time when Congress un- 
derstood what size of battleship was de- 
manded by national strategy. The Act 
of Congress of 1916 providing for battle- 
ships each of around 40,000 tons, ex- 


| pressed an understanding of national de- 


fense. 

Concretely summarized the United 
States needs a size of battleship limited 
in length and beam only by the Panama 
Canal locks, and limited in draft only 
by the least depth of the approaches to 
the naval operating bases, 

Let the United States but once accept 
the principle of smaller and yet smaller 
battleship, and it will never be possible 
again to get the required size battleship 
into our national defense. 

Let us not prematurely play into the

Longevity Pay for Retired Officer 

The Comptroller General of the United 
States, in response to an inquiry from 
the Army Finance Department, has ren- 
dered an interesting decision on retired 
pay. The decision is as follows: 

“There is for further consideration, as 
requested in your letter of August 10, 
1934, the matter of the rate of retired 
pay to which Capt. Oliver F. Holden, 
USA-Ret., is entitled by reason of hav- 
ing completed, May 24, 1934, eighteen 
years’ continuous service on the active 
and retired list. 

“The Official Army Register, 1934, at 
page 862, shows the service of Captain 
Holden as follows: 

Pvt. Tr. C. 1 Cav. Tex, N.G. 25 May 16 to 
30 Mar. 17.2 It. of Inf. 22 Mar. 17; accepted 
31 Mar. 17; 1 It. 15 May 17; capt. (temp.) 
5 Aug. 17; capt. 11 Oct. 18; retired 24 Nov. 


19. 

“Marginal note shows him retired for 
‘Disability from wounds received in 
action.’ 

“At the time of completing eighteen 
years’ service, May 24, 1934, on the ac- 
tive and retired list, it appears this 
officer was receiving retired pay at the 





rate of $187.50 per month under the 
acts of March 2, 1908, 32 Stat. 982, 
May 8, 1926, 44 Stat. 417, and the condi- 
tions of section 1 of the act of June 
10, 1922, 42 Stat. 625, authorizing pay 
of the third period for captains whose 
present rank dates from July 1, 1920, or 
earlier, 8 Comp. Gen. 77; A-50788, Sep- 
tember 8, 1933. The right accorded offi- 
cers of the Army retired on account of 
wounds received in battle, to continue to 
be credited with increases of longevity 
pay for time on the retired list is a re- 
tirement benefit which is not, under the 
terms of section 205 of the Economy 
Act of June 30, 1982, 47 Stat. 404, re- 
enacted by section 5 of the act of March 
20, 1983, 48 Stat. 15, to be modified by 
the provisions of section 201 of the act 
of June 30, 1932, 47 Stat 308, A-43953, 
August 26, 1982; A-48749, May 8, 19383. 
Accordingly, you are advised that on and 
after May 25, 1984, Captain Holden’s 
retired pay should be based upon the 
rate of $195 per month, reduced as pro- 
vided by the act of March 28, 1934, 48 
Stat. 521. The voucher submitted with 
your letter of June 5, 1984, is returned 
herewith.”

Details of the manner and form of 
President Roosevelt's approval have not 
been made public. Commenting on re- 
ports of the White House action, Secre- 
tary of War Dern stated that the Presi- 
dent had not given any blanket approval, 
although he (Secretary Dern) himself 
had approved it. Individual items, the 
Secretary said, recommended by the 
board involving broad policies will be 
taken up with the President from time 
to time. Other recommendations are 
being worked out administratively as 
conditions warrant. Inquiries as to the 
details of the President’s action Mr. 
Dern referred to the White House. 

For one thing, it is understood that 
the President gave Mr. Dern authority 
to submit in his budget items for the 
procurement of about 700 airplanes each 
year until the strength set by the Baker 
Board is reached—2,300 airplanes. 

Meanwhile, the War Department is 
going ahead carrying out the recommen- 
dations which it has the power to do 
without new legislation. 

Equipment and Training 

The Baker Board report recommended 
that “Air Corps airplanes should be 
equipped as far as desirable with suit- 
able navigation instruments and Air 
Corps pilots should be trained in the use 
of special instruments for operation on 
the National Airways.” 

Prior to the Air Corps operation of 
the air mail the Chief of Air Corps 
established a policy “to equip all combat 
airplanes and all transport airplanes 
with standard avigation instruments 
and two-way radio.” Up to the present 
time, due to lack of funds, relatively few 
airplanes in the Air Corps are fully 
equipped with the standard avigation 
instruments and two-way radio, both of 
which are necessary for operation over 
the National Airways under all weather 
conditions. However, effective with the 
PWA contracts (planes purchased under 
the allotment of $7,500,000 from PWA 
funds), deliveries on which will com- 
mence in April, 1935, all airplanes con- 
tracted for are to be fully equipped with 
avigation instruments and two-way 
radio, 

For the fiscal year 1985, out of regular 
funds, only a small amount of money 
is available for the purchase of addi- 
tional radio equipment. However, the 


_estimate for the fiscal year 1936 pro- 


vides sufficient funds to meet existing 
shortages in instruments and _ radio 
equipment for all Air Corps airplanes 
except primary training planes and 
those which will become obsolete during 
that fiscal year. 

The present Air Corps training direc- 
tive provides for training flights over the 
Department of Commerce Airways, and 
will accomplish the desired results as 
recommended by the War Department 
special committee en Army Air Corps, as 
soon as our airplanes are fully equipped. 
In the meanwhile, since the full extent 
of this objective cannot be accomplished 
until all airplanes are suitably equipped 
with two-way radio and standard aviga- 
tion instruments, the Air Corps training 
directive will be modified so as to pro- 
vide for the training recommended in so 
far as equipment now available permits. 

Air Cerps Board 

In the report of the Baker Board the 
following recommendation was made: 
“To assist in correcting the present un- 
satisfactory condition of unit training, 
the committee recommends the early 
creation of the Air Corps Board and that 
when created this board give prompt 
attention to the formulation of uniform 
tactical doctrines for all types of Air 
Corps units.” 

The present Air Corps Board was 
formed on August 1, 1922, pursuant to 
the provisions of Army Regulations, 
“for the purpose of considering such 
subjects pertaining to the Air Corps as 
may be referred to it by the Chief of 
the Air Corps and to originate and sub- 
mit to the Chief of Air Corps recom- 
mendations looking to the improvement 
of the Air Corps.” 


This board is located at Maxwell 





Field, Montgomery, Ala., which is also 
the location of the Air Corps Tactical 
School. It is composed of the Comman- 
dant and Assistant Commandant of the 
Air Corps Tactical School, not less than 
two nor more than five addifional offi- 
cers stationed at the Air Corps Tactical 
School, to be designated by the Com- 
mandant, Air Corps Tactical School, and 
such additional members as the Chief of 
the Air Corps may designate. 

In actual practice, due to the short- 
age of Air Corps officers, practically all 
of the work of the board has been done 
by officers performing primary duties as 
instructors in the Tactical School. These 
duties have required so great a propor- 
tion of their time that the Air Corps 
Board has really not fulfilled its pur- 
pose due to lack of officers devoting their 
full time to its work. 

In order to have the board function 
properly and at the same time carry out 
the recommendation of the War Depart- 
ment Special Committee—Air Corps, - it 
will be necessary only to amend the 
Army Regulations in so far as the com- 
position of the board is concerned to 
provide full-time personnel rather than 
officers whose primary duties are in con- 
nection with the school. 

The War Department therefore has 
issued instructions to change the com- 
position of the board as follows: 

a. Ex-ofliclo members: The Comman- 
dant and the Assistant Commandant of 
the Air Corps Tactical School. 

b. Permanent members: Not less than 
five nor more than eight officers to be 
designated by the Chief of the Air Corps, 
the officers so detailed to give their full 
time to their duties in connection with 





the Air Corps Board. 
Training West Point Cadets 

Also in the final report of the Baker 
Board the following recommendation was 
made: “Require that Cadets, United 
States Military Academy, have air ex- 
perience of a minimum of 20 hours as 
part of the regular course at the 
Academy.” 

In line with this recommendation, the 
War Department will put into effect 
commencing in the summer of 1935 a 
twenty-hour aerial experience course to 
be given at Mitchel Field, Long Island, 
New York, for cadets of the first and 
third classes. 

The course in general will include the 
following : 

Familiarization flights to accustom the 
cadets to being in the air. 

Flights to obtain experience in aviga- 
tion by the use of a map and checking 
various terrain features thereon. 

Flights to gain experience in aerial 
bombing by the use of bomb-sights, bomb 


release mechanisms and the camera 
obscura. 
Flights to gain experience as an 


aerial observer on general reconnaissance 
missions requiring the rendition of an 
observer's report outlining military ob- 
jectives observed. 

Flights to gain experience in the use 
of weapons and in regulating artillery 
fire. 

Flights to gain experience as an avi- 
gator, the cadet to direct the flight of 
the plane over a predetermined triangu- 
lar course. 

The cadet to gain experience in ob- 
serving flight and avigation instruments 
from the co-pilot’s seat. 











Bombardment airplanes will be 
for this training so that the maximy, 
number of tadets may participate ip 
each flight and in order that they 
have varied training in the combat Posi.

The ground instruction to be imparteg 
during the practical training period wij 
include the use of aerial maps, bomp.

ulation of machine guns in airplanes m 
the solution of elementary problems jp 
avigation. 

With reference to the foregoing, Seq. 
retary of War Dern said: 

“This is not the final development jp 
the air training of cadets. I ultimately 
hope to see every graduate of Wes 
Point an accomplished air pilot.”
